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FORT WAYNE'S HISTORY 


As far back as 1760 when it was taken over by the inglish at the close of 
the French and Indian \far, Fort Wayne has figured prominently in the country's 
history and has occupied an envious position as one of the Middlewest's most 
prosperous and far-sighted cities, The scene of intermittent strife for many 
years following its occupation by the English, President George Washington saw in 
it the nucleus of an important point for the union of the United States. Under 
the brave leadership of General "Mad" Anthony Wayne, whose name this proud city 
now carries, the little wooden stockade was dedicated on October 22, 1794. The 
community which grew around the fort was incorporatod as a town in 1829 and as 
a city in 1840. 


FORT WAYNE'S IDBAL LOCATION 


Outstanding among Fort Wayne's numerous advantages is the city's ideal 
location in the heart of the great East-North Central States. The city is lo- 
cated in the northeastern section of Indiana, less than 200 miles from the 
region in southern Indiana which has been the center of the nation's popula- 
tion for more than 50 years. 


| Located in a temperate zone which is subject neither to extremely hot 

nor scvorely cold weathcr, Fort Wayne has a numbor of natural advantages which 
combine to mako the city a healthful placo in which to live. The city has a 
Mean annual temperature of 50.1 degrccs Fahrenhcit, ronging from a maximum 
during July is 73.7 dogrecs, to a minimum avorage during January of 26.4 do~ 
grocs, Totel procipitation averages 36.22 inches annually. 


Fort Wayne's geographical position has important industrial and commercial 
advantages because of the city's direct access to sources of raw and semi- 
finished materials, as well as its proximity to major markets for finished 
B00dS. 


Manufacturers and wholesalers operating in Fort Wayne are in a position 
to serve approximately 41,000,000 people within a radius of 400 miles in the 
richest industrial and agricultural region in the United States. In the 
radius lies 1/6 of the nation's farming wealth md 40% of our industrial 
strength. 


The northwestern scction of Indiana is one of the largest iron and stcol 
centers in the world. Adequatc supplics of coal arc available in southern In- 
diana and in the adjoining states of Ohio, Illinois and Kentucky. Moreover, 
Fort Wayne's position in a rich manufacturing and agricultural region makes it 
possible for the city's industrial and mercantile firms to secure economically 
and adequately nearly all of the various farm products and processed or fabri- 
cated materials used in manufacturing or for re-sale.

AGRICULTURAL RANK 


The soil and climate are considerably above the average of the Midwest 
and the agricultural territory surrounding Fort Wayno is at the eastern 
edge of the foed surplus producing territory of the United Statos. The 
rural population, lying close to the industrial and populous East, cn- 
joys favorablo priccs for the products sold from the farms and is ina 
favorablo position as to the cost of manufacturod goods purchasod as 
comparcd with the grcat Midwest, Southorn, and Westorn agricultural 
territorics of the Unitcd States, 


FARM INCOME 


The size of the farm unit is economic either as to the extensive or 
intensive nature of the operation. For example, one of the most jne 
tensive poultry producing territories in the Midwest lies within the 
Fort Wayne trade area. It is conservatively estimated that the gross 
sales per farm in this territory is in the range of $3,000 to 44,000, 
and the net farm income is approximately 50% of that gross. 


RURAL POPULATION 


The rural population in the Fort Wayne trade area represents the finest 
in American citizenship. Schools and educational standards are high 
and practically 100% of all farm homes are located on all-weather roads. 
Public authorities keep these good roads in good condition, free from 
snow, and there are no lulls in farm trade or travel from the farm to 
the city.

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RADIO STATIONS 


The Fort Wayne area is served by two radio stations, both affiliated wi th 
national chain hook-ups. 


Indiana's most powerful radio station, Westinghouse WOWO operating on a modu- 
lation of 1190 Kilocycles and a clear channel of 10,000 watts is affiliated with 


the American Broadcasting Company. It is strategically located almost midway be-~ 


tween Chicago, Detroit and Cincinnati and serves the listening audience in a wide 


radius of 64 counties in Ohio, Michigan and Indiana, its primary area -~ and 69 more 
'counties in the same three statcs in its secondary coverage. Included in its pri- 


mary area arc 481 communitios of lcss than 2,500 population; 52 communities of 
2,900 to 10,000 and thirty of 10,000 or over population. Over 3,000 factorics are 


located in this arca. Within the primary arca 645,800 homes are reached while tho 


sccondary orca coverage ombracos an additional 1,098,460 homes. 


Based on retail sales, the WOWO primary market is BIGGER than Baltimoro, 
Sincinnati, Cleveland, Des Moincs, Indianapolis, Kansas City, St. Louis, Milwaukco, 
3uffalo and Dayton; ZQUAL to Boston, Pittsburgh and San Francisco; and COMPARABLE 
to Philadclphia and Detroit, 


Included in its staff of employees are nearly 100 engineers, announcers, 
witers, musicians and office workers, as well as a full time Farm Director, 
*ublic Service Director, Hducational Director and Sports iditor. Established in 
1925 this radio station is owned by the Westinghouse Radio Stations, Inec., which 
rompany also owns and opcrates stations in Philadelphia, Boston, Pittsburgh and 
?ortland, Oregon. Main offices of the company are located in Philadelphia, but the 
‘tompany operates undcr the corporate laws of the statc of Indiana. i/0\/0 officcos and 
studios are located in the Westinghousc Building at 925 South Harrison Stroct; with 
she transmittor at the intcrscction of Statc Highway 2 and Lincoln National High- 
lay 30, northwest of the city. A Frequoncy Modulatcd Station, WOWO<FM (44.9 mcga- 
oles) is opcratcd also from the downtown building. 


Reaching a diversified but smaller radio audience is Farnsworth WGL which 
erates on 1450 Kilocycles (250 watts) and is affiliated with the National Broad- 


‘asting Company. Temporarily located in the Westinghouse Building, this radio 


tation owmed by the Farnsworth Television and Radio Corporation will soon occupy 
ts ovm studio and office building at the corner of Harrison and Jefferson Streets. 


Farnsworth GL, known in the area as "Fort Wayne's Om Station", has received 
onfirmation from the Federal Communications Commission for the operation of an ox- 
erimental television broadcasting station, and they now havo on file vith the 
- Ce. Ce an application to operate a Froquoncy Modulation station, Fort Wayne is 
he home of the Farnsvorth Tolcvision and Radio Corporation, there thoir main 
anufacturing plant is locatcd.

Fort Wayne with two fine airports has the facilities to permit the ulti-~ 
mate in air service for its 125,000 citizens, as well as those persons within 
its fifty-mile trading area.

Serving as a sccondary ficlid, Smith Municipal Airport will provide a hub 
for the activitios of the private flycr. As hcoadquartore for tho Civil Air 
Patrol and the Fort Wayne Acro Club, Smith Ficld offors hangar facilitics for 
‘private, as woll as small commercial ships, and has a regular ground training 
‘school, in addition to accredited flying schools staffod by competent liccnscd

With air service temporarily discontinued pending the completion of a new 
945 , 000 air terminal building at Baer Field, to be used solely by commercial 
airlines, Fort Wayne's two presently certificated air carriers have been grant= 
ed permission by the C, A. Be as well as the A, A. F. to use Baer Field as the 
scene of their local operations.

The postwar outlook for Farnsworth promises rapid expansion backed by a 
high degree of stability, Advances and improvements that have been made in all 
fields of electronics during the past few years have created an immense dones- 
tic and export market for. sound transmission and reproduction instruments, and 
the commercial introduction of television in the postwar era will open broad 
horizons for the company's expansion programe Farnsworth, to some degree, uti- 
lized air service prior to the war for express shipments to the coastal United 
States and to foreign outlets. The significance of air delivery has today be- 
come many times greater however. Farnsworth is relying upon it to provide the 
accelerated shipping schedule which it will bo imperative to maintain both at 
home and abroad to mect the compcotition of manufacturcrs in largcr citics who 
already have the sorvice available. 


WAR PRODUCTION 


The company is currently buying from about 800 active vendors of parts, raw 
materials, tools and machinery, of which at least 60% should be retained for the 
supply of civilian production. These vendors cover the entire midwest and east~

| Lis INSURANCE POLICIES: The agent in the field is entirely dependent upon his 
mission's earnings for his livelihood. Many times sales are lost through delay 
placing in the applicant's hands insurance contracts he has applied for. It is 
srefore the company's long established policy to send via airmail, the day the 

icy is issued, all contracts that will not be delivered by the postman in the 

st mail the next morning, if dispatched by rogular mail. This procedure is only 
gical becausc the company issues 60% of its policios within 24 hours after com= 
jted application has been received in the home office. Many of our Agency offices 
3 on air line routes not servicing Fort Wayne. , 


RIGAGE LOAN FUNDS: The company's written approval to loan its funds as a mortgage 
Binst acceptable real estate is to be supported by placing in the hands of the 

ar correspondont, a legal rcoprosontative, or a titlc company, tho actual cash 
amount the mortgagor is borrowing. Many timos thc loan is mado to assist in the 
rehasc of real cstatc on a cash basis and the purchasor is roquirod to have funds 
Bilable by a certain dato in order to hold the dcoal. Practically overy loan clo- 
@ has tho funds dispotched by airmail. We nocd all our correspondont's citics 
Pmore direct airmail scrvico. 


AIM CHECKS: Insurance fills a definite need at the time of a catastrophe, but it 
m only meet this need if the funds the insured provided for in taking out the in- 
Trance are immediately available when the policy becomes a claim. This is upper- 
St in the mind of our Claim Department in it's efforts to have the loss draft is- 
fied on the same day thet the completed proofs are reccived in the home officc. The 
éffectiveness of this established practice is retarded if the draft cannot quickly 
‘placed in the hands of the beneficiary. An expanded airmdil service would do just 


that. 


POLICYHOLDER'S FUNDS: Often policy holders, because of an emergency, withdraw funds 
field by the company in trust or make loans against their policies. The emergency 

ny times requires that this be made available without delay, and we are continually 
asked to sond our check by airmail cven though we do not have direct service. 


ICAL DOCUMENTS: Numorous papers requiring signatures of company officials used in 
Mncetion with the company's far flug activitics in insuranco and in lending, must 
promptly provided to render scrvice that clients should oxpoct. Our present 
rmail facilitics do not provide this. 


IRRESPONDENCE: Each year the company has purchased over 30,000 special airmail en- 
flopes for use in correspondence with it's clients. This is an index of the vo lume 
‘airmail that is used by the company. This mail is in addition to the five other 
mes described above, as in those instances, a heavier type of envelope is used

The company maintains at its Home Office, a staff of exper- 
ienced claim adjustors, also a staff of qualified mortgage loan 
men and appraisers familiar with company policies and routines.:

Claim investigating requires prompt action in order to ac~« 
cumulate all the pertinent facts before time has crased any of 
the details from the memory of the individuals who can best tcsti-~ 
fy on these situations.

This inspection must be 
made without delay in order to provide the loan correspondent with 
a definite decision as to whether or not the company would make the 
loan. Many times these loan commitments are tied in with an exten- 
Sive comercial property development, and the Lincoln's prompt ac- 
tion is of a definite service to this other community. 


The Agency Department has supervisors that are sont to in- 
quire into important questions of policy in the different branch 
officcs. 


The Rcinsuranee Department's representatives arc "on tho road” 
to improve service for our clicnts. Their business, thc success

We share wholeheartedly the optimism of our fellow citizens in the airline in- 
“dustry, that only a pattern of sound development of airline services will keep the 
shances of properperous advancement bright. The growth of the airlines in con- 
tinental United States, in the days that immediately follow V-J day, will be vory 
apide lic do not wish to omphasizo in any ono~sided manncr, the nccds of this’ 
sommunity for additional trunk airlino sorvices, but we do focl that carcful cone 
sideration should be given to our noods and that additional facilitics to bc pro- 
vided for Fort \ayne will be a constructive factor in tho fugure dcvclopment of 
air transportation through revenuo that can bo socurced from this community. In 
the last analysis, financial support through revenuc is going to be the backbone 
of airline transportation and profitable operations. 


Fort Wayne is seriously handicapped by not having direct airline contact 
With many substantial communities. A check of the cities in which LNL's three 
elasses of clients are located will show that our airmail communications must be 
resorted at at least one terminal before being dispatched direct to the addressee. 
In accordance with the suzsgestion of the local post office, we contemplate, after 
normal and expanded airline services arc available, the imprinting on our solf- 
addressed envelopes furnished to clicnts for mailing applications, yapers, ctc. 
to us, tho best airmail route as codcd by the post office. We undorstand this 
Will facilitatc the sorting of tho mail at the rccciving post office; also by 
-Watching the closing timc, this should place tho LNL within overnight sorvice to 
Bll four corners of tho Unitcd States. 


This resorting at a terminal or the supplementing by rail service does not 
a} first appear to be important. However, we have had demonstrated many times 
that two airmail letters, one addressed to us at Fort Wayne, and another to an 
“office in Now York City, dropped in the post officc at tho samo time in a western 
meity, wore not roccived with oqual dispatch. That is, the New York lcttor was 
Mroccived and actcd upon before the Fort Wayne lcttor was dolivered to our officc. 
"Bofore normal airmail transportation was interrupted through curtailed facilitics, 
/wWe yore continually dispatching picces of mil to test facilitics in and out of 
“Fort Wayne. The results vcore not too cneouraging duo ontircly to insufficicnt 
trunk linc facilitics. Improved trunk facilitics will assure more speedy reccipt 
mand dclivory of airmail. The promptncss in the reccipt of airmail is always a 
MStimulant for dispatching other picccs by the same routc. Poor scrvice discour- 


pages usc of airmail. 


Tho number of pieces of airmail can be increased; also, the amount of travel 
thet can be done by air by the various home office representatives will increase. 
In addition, individuals in these various cities in which the three classes of 
slients are located, are encouraged to use airlines in order to permit a longer 
period of time in Fort Wayne for tusincss, without requiring a greater amount of 


time away from the local office.
